There are two misconceptions in your 
premise, Quentin, perhaps brought 
about by deficiencies in the stories 
themselves: firet that the Romans were 
the only and dominant Inhabitants of 
Nova Roma; they are not. They share the 
city and the rnance thereof with 
descendants of the Inca nation, who fied 
Into the Andes four centuries ago after 
the Spaniards under Pizarro conquered 
their homeland. One of the major con- 
flicts of the story was between the 
Roman concept of a republic and the 
inca monarchy. What was Intended from 
the first — and only partially realized — 
was to show a blending of these two dis- 
parate cultures, with some people hold- 
Ing to the old Inca or Roman ways, while 
others blended them or evolved them 
Into something completely different. As 
for Amara's disguise, that’s precisely 
what it was —her disguise. The other 
women were most probably of Indian or 
mixed blood descent; Amara’s disguise 
was necessary because she dared not 
be spotted and recognized by any 
patrols, since that would mean her 
father’s political rulnation. We had — 
and have — no intent to present a racist 
storyline, and hope to presenta far more 
balanced portrayal of life In Nova Roma 
when next we return there. We hope 
you'll stand by us till then.
